Already a football team coacher
is of more consequence than the president
of the college. It is quite easy to get a
good president, but not so easy to get
good coacher. But there is always the man
for the hour. Great crises produce great
men. And we have no doubt the exlgenclea
of the time will produce the needed men in
football. The country is not without hope.
